Policy question concerns fefinition of denied area overflight, and NRO 
responsibility during active military hostilities.

that denied area overflts are any overflts of sovereign territory for which specific 
25X11 permission must be obtained from sr higher authority. As to when NRO shld 
cease to be responsible for such a/¢ Oo “lts, I recommend the policy that this 


responsibility will be transferred from the D/NRO to the appropriate military 
commander upon decision of the SeeDef or higher authorityssasskeseh that the area 
in question has become an active theater of military hostilities. 


Tn re NRO capability for ops planning and analysis I attach a paper describing a 
solution which I recommedd. Suggest you discuss this with JCS. 
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
